When the Security Index, including the tabulating cards and5 xs 
file, was first set up in this Section the entire operation was placed in a 
small room, 6222, with adequate space provided there for housing of the files 
and the general operation of one or two employees. This room is kept locked ( 
at all times. The reason for this security measure was mainly that the eS 
existence of the Security Index as such was not generally known. 


During recent months the activity of this file has doubled and we 
have 3 and 4 employees working in this room almost constantly. We find that 
the general arrangement is not good for several reasons. First, it is much . 

- t00 crowded for the number of people handling the work. Working conditions i 
are very unsatisfactory. In the second place, the employee operating the ji 
cardatype machine on the Security Index, which machine is in operation most 
of the time between 8:00 a.m. and Midnight, must of necessity spend full time 
at that machine, whereas as a matter of fact, it does not engage his full 
attention and he could make good use of his time operating other tabulating 
equipment if it were available to him. ~ 


"he two disadvantages set forth above in the present arrangement 


could be easily overcome by placing the cardatype machine in the main tabulating — . 


machine room of this Section. The employees would have adequate space to work ~ 
acd, equally important, the employee operating the cardatype machine could divide 
his attention between that and one or two other pieces of heavy tabulating equip- 
mnt. This would be particularly advantageous on the night shift. . 
The disadvantages of having the cardatype machine in the main tabulating 
jechine room have largely been eliminated during recent months since the fact 
7that we have a Security Index is no longer a secret to aryone. It has been in 
.the papers, in fact. The only objection now to performing this work in the main 
“WiacHine room is that other employees might see the 5 x 8 cards being prepared on 
the cardatype machine, recognize a name of some prominence on the Security Index 
and mention it to an outside source. On the other hand, our employees have all 
been investigated and comparable hazards exist in many other sections of the 


Bureau. . 


I have from time to time emphasized to the employees in this Section 
the extremely confidential nature of much of our records and I believe this is 
appreciated by all. :

If the cardatype machine and its operation were moved into the main 


the small room where they now are under lock and key at all times, and it may 
be observed that the guard force and char force of this building do not have 


tabulating machine room, the Security Index files themselves would remain in

inspector raised the question as to whether copies of Security Index 
ecards prepared on the IBM machine, in cases where form FD122 is

Accardingly, the SAC's of offices having the most Security 
Index subjects have been convacted and their views are set out 
hereinafter.

PRESENT OPERATIONAL PROCEDURE OF FORWARDING

On receipt of form FD122 recommending a new Security Index 
ecard, after approval by the appropriate Supervisor, the Statistical 
Section prepares a tabulating card which they maintain as the master 
record of the Security Index.

Four field offices recommended that amended Security

Changes of information on Security Index cards when 


received at the Bureau must be handled in the Statistical Section 
in order that the tabulating cards are kept current at all times. 


_ The Statistical Section must prepare a 5 x 8 card for the Security 
‘ Index located at the Security Index desk and the preparation of two 


additional cards for the field requires very little extra work in 
the Statistical Section inasmuch as the tabulating card is already 
in the machine. The only savings in clerical and administrative 
time if amended cards are not sent to the field is in the clerical 
work in the field. Under the present System three operations are 
necessary in the field in effecting changes on Security Index 


cards; namely: 


1) making a temporary notation when form FD122 is 
Submitted indicating a change; ; 
2) replacing the amended cards when they are received 
from the Bureau;

In regard to the additional:.clerical time consumed - 
in the field under the present procedure, it is pointed out 
that it is of utmost importance that there be complete © 
uniformity in the text of the Bureau's Security Index cards 
and those in the field. This can only be assured by the 
preparation of all Security Index cards at the Bureau. The 


very nature of the Detcom Program requires complete accuracy. = 


-at all times and the additional clerical time required in 

any one field division under the present system is nominal 

even if descriptions have to be retyped inasmuch as at this 
time only approximately 75 to 80 changes on Security Index | 
cards are received daily at the Bureau from all field divisions. 
A small amount of clerical time expended in any one field 
division is certainly offset by the uniformity in maintenance 
of Security Index cards wnich will result under the present 
program. : 


It is also pointed out that only by preparing amended 
Security Index cards at the Bureau can there be a uniformity in 
cards in all offices in cases where cards are transferred between 
field divisions wnen the subject changes residence. This is 
particularly true when subjects designated as hey Figures 
change residence to another field division. In those cases the 
Key Figure designation is deleted at the Bureau from the amended 
cards sent to the new office of origin. It is the responsibility 
of the new office of origin to review such cases to determine 
if they desire to designate the subject a Key Figure in their 
division and if so advise the Bureau. 


RECOM isNDATLONS 


1) That the Bureau continue to send amended Security 
Index cards to the field in order that the field's Security Index 
cards and the sureau's can be maintained uniformly, and that in 
each case a description be typed and a photograph stapled on the 
amended card going into the Geographical Section.

BACKGROUND 


In connection with the Security Index, Form FD-122 is used to 
recommend the pre-aration of new Security Index cards or to advise the 
Bureau of changes on existing cards. This form was revised in Cctober, 
1949, calling for more detail am making the form more versatile. Since 
that time, the Security Index has been converted completely to the IF 
system and the informetion on the Security Index card now aspears ina 
slightly different order than it did prior to the change. Accordingly, 
to obtain maximum efficiency of the IRB operators, the Form FD-122 should . 
be changed in order that the information aopearing on it will appear 
in the same order as it does on the Security Index cards. The substantive 
information appearizg on the form will not be changed, rarely the order 
in which it appears.

From a practical viewpoint it.ts not believed 
advisable that the work hours of subjects be checked and 
placed on geogravhical cards presently maintained in the field. 
To be of any value ¢+hese hours will have to de current at all 
tines and the benefits to be derived do not justify the work 
entailed to secure whe information, especially when field 
offices are presently burdened with work necessary to complete 
investigations of all individuals who should be on the 
Security Inder. ‘ 


It is also pointed out that when the program is 
instituted, due to the many apprehensions to be made in the 
larger field offices, tt can reasonably be anticipated that 
the time consumed tn apprehensions witil extend beyond the 
employment hours on any given cate and that during the greater 
portion of any tuenty-four-hour period subjects can reasonably 
be expected to be found at their residence address. 


If there are two geographical breakdowns tt appears 
that there would be considerable confusion as to which break-= 
down should be placec in use should the Detcom Program be 
instituted in mid-afternoon. 


It is not believed that an additional Security Index 
breakdown is warranted at this time.

As you know, the Security Index is also presently 
broken down under categories of Native Born, Naturalized, and 
Alien subjects. However, if a person is a member of the 
Communist Party or related group or follows the line of those 
groups, no attempt has been made to show on the IBM equipment 
the subject is of any particular ancestry, because it is be- 
lieved that anyone who is a follower of the Communist Party 
or related group, regardless of his naticnality background, is 
dangerous to the public safety anc should be subject to deten- 
tion in the event of a break with the Soviet Union, 


Of course, as in the past, field offices are instructed 
to develop "Xationclity Background" for a subject in the course 
of the regulur investigution, but no investigution is presently 
conducted solely to develop this informavion. 


In connection with determining the "Nationality Back- 
grounc" of any subject, the matter should be consicered as to 
the follewing three grouzs: 


- 


1. Aliens 


In this category the "Nationality Background" can 
be determined. , 


2. Naturalized Citizens 


In this group of cases, the "Nationality Background" 
can be determined if we use as a criterion the sovereignty 
to whom the individual owed allegiance prior to his naturali- 
zation. 


3. Native Born citizens 


In regard to this group which compris2s almost four- 
fifths of the total number of subjects in the Security Indez, 
tt would be most difficult if not impossible to determine

Leads 
have been set out requesting that investigaticn be conducted to determine 
whether she hes returned to the United States, Therefore, there is no 
outstanding investigation to be conducted in New York until receipt of 
information eas to her present iocation.

DETAILS xs ‘ 


As a result of the Korean.situation and the alignment of 
the Communist Party with Sowiet aims, the Bureau hag, broadened tne 


, 


basis for inclusion on the Security Index /to’ Include all active members 


earner ot 


_of the CP or other revolutionary groups, 4S well as individuals wno 


espouse the line of those groups. Since August, 1950, we have added to 
the Security Index an average of 75 individuals a week, JIhere were 


(14, 057 {individuals carried on the Security Index as of January 26, 15951, 


an increase of anvroximately 16% since August, 1950. If the Security 
Index continues to increase atthe rate of 75 a week, woien is belisvec 
to be a conservative estimate, there will be approximately 15, 700 
Andividuals on the Index by June 30, 1951. Due to the tremendous back- 
log of cases in the field on individuals not presently on the Security 
Index but wno are members of subversive organizations and will be viaced 
on the Index as soon as their cases can receive investigative attention, 
it is a conservative estimate that an average of 75.names will be saded 
each week to the Security Index through the fiscal year 1952. On that 
basis it is estimated tnat there will be between 15,090 and 20,000 tersori 
on the Security Index by June, 1952, over which cloize investigative 
attention will be necessary. ; ah 

: Under vresent instructions each case carrizd on the Security 
Index will be checked at least once each six months to verify residence 
address and vlace of employement which. means that during the fiscal year 
1952, each of avoroximately 15,000 cases must be handled twice which 
represents 30,000 investigative matters in this vhase of security worke 
It is contemplated that if personnel is available, the field will ve 
required to reopen all closed Security index cases during the fiscal 
year 1952 to submit “at least ons investigative report each year to bring 
investigation up to date to determine if aporehension in an emergency is 
fully justified. Such procedure is necessary and desirable. ‘his nas 
not been done to date except by Key Figure and Top Functionary cases

which represent a small portion of the Security Index because the 
personnel available for security investigations in the field is more 
urgently needed to conduct investigations to add versons dangerous to 
the internal security to the Security Index. It will mean that at 
least 15,000 additionel investigative matters will be handled during 
the fiscal year 1952 in that phase of security work. 


Recent Detcom Survey memoranda submitted by all field offices 
during October-November, 1950, were analyzed as to the number of Security 
cases which our offices anticipated ovening during the coming twelve- 
month period. This survey reflected that a total of anoroximately 53,000 
security cases will be ovened on the basis of field estimates. At least 
half of this estimated case load will be investigated during the first 

half of the fiscal year 1952. 


The New York Office has advised that it is ovening security 
cases at the rate of avvroximately 600 ver week under the intensified 
-security vrogram. The ovening of security cases in all field offices 
has increased but, due to the shortage of investigative personnel, che 
cases are not being handled as reflected in the rise of field delinauency 
in the classification. As of June 30, 1950, there were a total of 
4,067 delinquent cases in the field bearine tne 100 classification, 
whereas of December 31, 1950, this figure had increased to 1h,1h0. 


In the fiscal year 1952 it is estimated thet between 110,000 
and 120,000 investigative matters should be handied by the Bureau in 
the field of internal security. Of course, the number of investigative 
matters that will be handled during that period vill depend on the 
nunver of investigative personnel available for this type of work.

(1) actual change in the appearance and layout of the 5 x 8 “sécurity index-Ce vere 
card, (2) the procedural steps to be followed.in changing over from our — ~* 
present syste: Lo tie cardatype system wnicn, accoraing vo tne presen : 
estimates, will taxe a minimum of one month to accomplish, and (3) the ee 
procedural steps to be followed after the new system has been instituted ~ , 
involving the preparation of new security index cards and the altering and 

changing of existing cards, These three phases outlined above are taken

APPEARATON AND LAYCUT CF TH2 5 x 8 STCURITY INDEX CARD 


Due to the nature of IBi! tabulating machines and the Cardatyre 
machine, some minor changes in form are necessary on the 5 x 8 security 
index card. These changes, however, will result.in our being able to 
include more data on the security index card and the more important data 
in a more prominent position.

The Cardatype machine is basically a typewriter in so far as its 
spacing and typing operations are concerned. - It will be recalled tnat the 
machine prints in solid caps only and does not type any punctuation marks. 
On the usual 5 x 8 space there are 30 tyving lines and 95 typing spaces. 
However, certain tolerance will have to be permitted in order to leave 
sufficient margins. Therefore, the full 30 lines and the full 95 spaces 
will not be used. Tentatively it is planned that the card will be laid out 
in a manner as close as possible to the following outline. 


The upper left hand corner will contain the individual's surname, 
followed by the first name and any middle names. Following across on the same 
line will be the citizenship, nationalistic tendeacy or oranizational affili- 
ation, Detcom tabbing, Comsab tabbing, key figure or top runctionary desig- 
nation, special designation anc office of origin. ‘the following line, beginning 
toward the middle of the page would continue with the Bureau file number, race, 
sex, date of birth ana place of birth.

PROCEDURES TO RE FOLLO SD DURING CHANGE-CVER _ 


The change~over does at the present time not present any great 
problems, however, there are two considerations which must be borne in mind 
dn order that this change-over can be accomplished without difficulty. They 
are, namely, that the change-over is conplete and that no items of information 
are lost or omitted or duplicated and, that the change-over will of necessity 
run over a period of time. frresent estimates indicate that a minimum of at 
least one month will be required in accomplishing this. In orcer, therefore, 
that the change-over may be accomplished as smoothly as possible with the 
minimum amount of disruption, maximum accuracy and that even during the 
period of the change-over the security index trill be functioning at all times 
should a possibility of an emergency arise in this period, the folloving 
steps will be followed by the Security Index Desk and the Statistical Section.

You will recall that during the cekene inspection of the Se- 
curity Investigative Division, the Inspector requested that a report

IMPORTANCE OF WORK 7

You are fully conversant with the tremendous increase of 
work on the Security Index Desk since the beginning of the Korean 
crisis, his has been due, of course, to a large extent by a ree 
vision of Bureau policy requiring the field to currently investi- 
gate and recommend for the Security Inder any individual who is 
Presently a member of the Communist Party or related subversive 
group or who might be currently following and espousing the Come 
munist Party line. The Security Inder is the very heart of the 
Bureau's internal security program. If we are to carry out our re= 
sponsibilities under this program, it is imperative that the work 
on this desk be kept tn a current condition at all times since in 
all probability we will have little if any advance notice as to 
when we may be called upon to effect apprehensions of the persons 
in our Security Inder. Consequently,,all incoming mail,relating to 


a Security Inder subject or to a subject on whom a Security Inder 
card is contemplated must be handled without delay. Unless suf- 
ficient manpower 1s available as it relates to the supervisory 
staff, it is obvious that incoming mail from the field cannot be 
handled promptly consistent with our responsibility.

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VOLUME OF WORK 


As of January 26, 1951, there were included in out See 
curtty Inder 14,057 namesSe Included therein were 1,450 key 
figures and 67 top functionaries. Since case assignments are 
made to 16 of the 18 Supervisors in the Unit, 2 being assigned 
to policy matters and specials, this means that each Supervisor 
is responsible for nearly 1,000 Security Inder subjects. This 
alone means that a tremendous volume of mail is coming across the 
desk of each Supervisor. In addition, numerdus reports are re~ 
ceived on individuals who are investigated but not deemed sufe= 
ficiently dangerous to be included in the Index. A current mail° 
count reflects that there is a definite-increase in the mail be- 
ing received during January, 1951 as compared with the November- 

_ December 1950 period, In fact, ina number of offices the volume 
of incoming mail has doubled. - 


FUTURE ANTICIPATED VOLUME 


Recent DETCOM survey memoranda submitted by all field 
offices during October-November, 1950 were analyzed as to the 
number of Security Matter-C cases which our offices anticipated 
opening during the coming twelve-month period. This survey re- 
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‘flected that a total of approrimately 53,000 security cases will 

be opened on the basis of field estimates, This means that each 
Supervisor will be expected to handle during that twelve-month 
pertod approrimately 3,000 new security cases, For example, the 
Wew York Office recently indicated that they are presently open= 
ing new security cases at the rate of 600 per monm. TI also de- 
sire to point out that as of June 30, 1950, there was a total of 
4,067 delinquent cases in the field bearing the 100 classifi- 
cation, whereas as of December 31, 1950, this figure had increased 
to 14,140. This increased delinquency tn the field has been 
brought about, in part, by virtue of the opening of a large number 
of new cases ‘in the 100 classification, plus the fact that many 
offices are unable to assign these: newly opened cases due to lack 
of investigative personnel. It is anticipated that as soon as 

- personnel is available to investigate these cases, the work on 

the Security Index Desk will increase immeasurably.

After a careful analysis of the work presently being re~- 
ceived in the Security Index Unit, together with the anticipated 
work load during the ensuing tuclvesmonth pericd, te ts my 
opinion that %t ts essentius thut tie Security Index Unit per- 
sonnel be maintained as at present. .I shall closely watch the 
volume of work coming onto this Desk and in the event conditions 

‘warrant will keep you advised regarding the need for additional 
personnel in order that the important work on this Desk nay be

In view of the above, it is my~opinion that the men who 
have been loaned to the Internal Security Section by the Corre- 
lation-Liaison Section be permitted to remain in their present 
assignnents. I further recommend that in the event it is necessary 
to increase the personnel in the Correlation-Liatson Section that 
additional personnel be transferred from the fteld to meet such 
needs and that the men who cre presently assigned to the Security 
Inder Unit remain in such assignnents since they are.now com~ 
pletely familiar with the various ramifications of the work in 
this Unit.

The field offices were instructed to appropriately 
tab the security index cards on all persons included in the special section at the 


Bureau. the field was also advised to indicate in the future when placing persons. 


on the Security Index to recommend if the individual should be included in the 
specizl section. There are approximately 30 individuals carried in the "Prominent. 
Individvals" section of the Security Index. ‘ith a few exceptions there has been 
no sumary report prepared on these prominent individuals. The Department has 
recently been advised of their identity and the fact that they are included in the 
Security Index. The Security Divisicn has pointed out that before any of ‘these 
prominent individuals should be apprehended the files on each such individual should 
be reviexed at the time of an emergency to cetermine if their activities at that 
time fully justified their detention. It is intended that the Department approve 
all apprehensicns of these individuals. At the present time, even though ali reports 
have been submitted to the Department, it would be necessary for the Bureau to 
reviey the entire file, consisting in some instances of several sections and prepare 
a@ summary report in order to determine what facts are available for use in the event

‘If during the course of a security investigation facts 


bare developed indicating that the subject is potentially dangerous 


to the internal security, it is incumbent upon the investigating 
Agent tosibmit a reconmmendation ror tne preparation ol a Seveurivy 
Index card. Procedurally, the recommendation always arises from 
the Field in view of the fact that they possess in the first in- 
stance the data necessary for the preparation of the card. However, 
in practice, the supervisor at the Seat of Government may upon 
reviewing a case determine that it Us an appropriate one for 
{inclusion in the Security Index program and may therefore instruct 
the field to submit a recommendation for a card. 


- Upon receipt of the recommendation at the Seat of Govern- 
ment, the substantive case is reviewed by the supervisor to determine 
if a Security Index card is warranted. If the supervisor determines 
that the case is clearly short of the standards for inclusion in the 
Index, he so advises the field and gives the reason why the Security 
Index card is declined. If the individual comes clearly within the 
standards for inclusion in the Index, the supervisor authorizes the 
approval of a Security Index card and the field is so advised. If 
the case is one of a questionable nature, it may be taken by the 
supervisor to either the Section Chief or the Inspector in charge 

of the Division for final decision.

We are 
checking to be sure that the appropriate investigative reports have 
been sent to the Department before we list their names. 


This will mean that all individuals carried in the Security 


Index will be on the list in possession of the Department, with the

It is not considered 
advisable to furnish these names to the Department, as we will have 
to review these individuals! cases at the time the program is put 
into effect to determine whether we should take action against them 
and to determine wether it is advisable at that time to inform

: United Nations and international organization employees are maintained 
4n the Special Section by reason of the fact that they aresemployees of 
international organizations regardless of their national origin. 


Prominent individuals are maintained in the Special Section because 
their apprehension might affect adversely other persons not in the Security Index 
who are necessary to the war effort, or their apprehension might be attended by | 
considerable publicity tending to make martyrs of them and thereby embarrassing 
the Bureau. These individuals must receive special attention in order that the 
Security Index card in each instance 4s fully justified at-all tines. 


A new category is being added to the Special Section. This category 
will consist of those Security Index subjects who, although Marxist-Leninist or 
sympathizers with Marxism-Leninism, are pro-Tito and anti-Stalin, anti-Cominform 
and anti-Soviet. Briefly, these persons can be referred to in the Special Secticn 
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category as “pro-Tito,” but the opposition to Stalin, the Cominform and the 
Soviets must be a definite factor in their support of Tito. The reason for this 
is clear. ft the present time the Government of the United States is furnishing 
food and funds and is prepared to furnish arms and nilitary supplies to the Tito 
Government of Yugoslavia in the event of an international crisis involving the — .- 


: Soviet Union. In other words, at the present time the Tito Govermment of 


Yugoslavia and its supportersare considered as potential allies of, rather than 

- potential dangers to, the United States. “As long as the Tito Government of: 

_ Yugoslavia is aligned with the United States and its Wester Europeen allies 
against the Soviet Union and the Soviet satellite countries, no G00d purpose could 
be served in applying the Detention Program to the supporters of the Tito 
Government in the United States. Supporters of the Tito Government are not 
 eonsidered to includeany Communist splinter group which from time to time makes 
statecents in support of Tito.but should include those individuals, particularly 
of Yugoslav birth or descent, whose support of Tito egainst the Cominform 
countries and Stalin is clear and unequivocal. 


At the present time the code YUG indicates the nationalistic tendency 
for Yugoslavia. This code will likewise be used in indicating the pro: Tito 
category in the Special Section. Field offices having subjects falling within 
this category should inform the Bureau promptly of their idéntities in order that. 
this category in the Special Section may be properly established. 


In all cases of additions to the Special Section-the form FD-122 should 
_ be accompanied by a memorandum from the field office explaining specifically why

In every case involving a subject maintained in the Special Section in 
the espionage category where a summary for distribution has not been prepared, a 
sumary report suitable for distribution must be submitted to the Bureau within 
thirty days of the receipt of this letter. In any case involving a double agent 
operation, these summaries should stress, where possible, a basis other than the 
espionage activity of the subject for inclusion in the Regular Section of the 
Security Index. For example, if a collateral subject in a double agent operation, 
who is maintained in the Special Section under the espionage category because his 
apprehension would destroy the effectiveness of the double agent operation, has a 
record of Cormunist Party membership which in itself would justify his inclusion 
in the Security Index, such Communist Party membership should be stressed in the 
report prevared for ultimate distribution. If the sole basis for inclusion in 
the Security Index is collaboration with espionage agents, this should be set 
forth concisely, appropriately concealing the sources of information and 
informants.

Previous Consideration of Same Subject Matter 


The above-mentioned suggestions have previously been fully considered at 
the Bureau. During the recent inspection of the Security Division the Inspector 
raised tie question as to whether 2 copies of Security Index cards prepared on the 
IBY equipnent at the Bureau, in cases where Form FD-122 is received recomnending a 
chanse in the information on the Security Index card, should continue to be sent 
the field in view of the additional clerical work entailed in this procedure, 


A survey of Bureau Cffices having the nost Security Index cards was con~ 
ducted. The results of this survey were subnitted in a memorandum from 
to dated December 8, 1950, captioned "Security Index Cards." It was pointed 
out in that memorsndum that the additioml clerical time consumed in. any one field 
division in handling Security Index cards under the present procedure of forwarding 
chanced Security Intex cards prepared at the Burean is nominal even if descrintions 
have to be retyped each tine a changed card is received inasmuch as at this time only 
aooroximtely 75 to 80 changes on Security Index cards are received daily at the 
Bureau from all field divisions. It was also pointed out that the small amount of 
clericil time expended in any one field division is certainly offset by the necessity 
and importance of maintaining Security Index cards in all field divisions ina 


uniform manner,

j In connection with the recent inspection of the Los Angeles Office 
and with reference to matters discussed at the security conference held at 


the Bureau on April 2 and 3, 1¢51,. it is desired to submit to the Bureau a 
reconmendation from the Los Angeles Office regarding the status of cases 
on security index sudjects.

The field offices of the Bureeu certainly recognize the importarce 
of the security index orceram, and according to public information that has 
appeared from time to time, statements concerniny the security index program 
‘have been meade by the Director to Congressional ccmmittees. The latest 
reference to the general subject that has been noticed apvesred in tae 
"Los Angeles Mirror" on March 50, 1951, in the coiurn cf ROBERT 5. ALLEN 
under a Weshingtcn cateline. A copy of this is attached for the Bureau's 
information. This item attributes the Director with stating, "We have 4a 
complete index on all of them and we keep it up to date constantly.... 

‘we consider it one of our most important ones (jobs). The security of the 
nation is at stake and we are taking no chances with this element." 

It is pointed cut toe the Bureau thet in spite cf the importance. 
of this particular program under the current restricticns, once these 
cases have been worked up they are kept in a closed status. There is no 
uniformity in‘the field with referance tc the reopening of these cases 
at the time the addresses and places of employment are verified periodically. 
Actually, it has been the experience in this office that in many of these 
cases a considerable amount cf work is necessary -to bring these matters 
un to date, and therefore it is felt that the cases shuuld be reovened 
and assigned. Otherwise with hundreds of such cases we are devoting a 
large nuuber of man hours to work which never shows up on any rerort a 
accounting for the time of the azents. To reoven these cases and close 
them again does put a tremendous burden on the Chief Clerk's office; 
therefore it is recommended that the cases be nlaced in a pending inactive 
6tatis and kept that way at all times. 


One advantare in actually ussi:;niny the cases is that each azent 
to whem a case is essizned, recognizing that his responsibility is fixed 
by the issuance of un assi;mnment card, will go to cunsiderable leniwtus to 
establisi contacts that will thereafter immediately report to him cay cnanyve 
in the suoject's daily routine or cnance of occupation or residense.

Yet, a review cf the monthly 
administrative reports reflects that in most offices it is the most delinquent. 


I realize that demands on the field during recent months have been 

heavy and as part of our over-all program to meet the problems which confront us 
additional investigative personnel is being obtained as rapidly as possible and 
‘efforts are being made to streamline and cut down where possible on our applicant 
programs. In the meantime, in order to assist you in coping with your increased 
case load, you have been previously euthorized to assign cases +0 certain approved 
police agencies. Many of you have failed to utilize this means to best advantage. 
Tis indicates a serious lack of planning and Jnitietive on your part which must be 
promptly corrected by making appropriavw aypiguuTiT1s TO Evetevss ps+sce 
departments. : 


It should be obvious to you that continual stress must ‘be placed on 
security investigations and you must take positive action now to meet more 
adequately the tremendous responsibilities placed upon the Bureau in this field. 
It has been and will continue to be necessary for the Bureau on occasion to issue 
4nstructions regarding expeditious attention to be affordcd matters other than 
security cases. Despite this fact, it is essential that through proper 
administration, you devise ways and means of bringing your security cases into 
a current status. 


You must immediately carefully review the, condition of security. 
investigations in your office né place into effect a progran acsiged to reduce 
the delinquoncy in that ficld. The dctails of your program must be set forth 
i a letter submitted to reach the Bureau by April 20, 1951.

DETAILS 


Section 87C of the Manual of Instructions indicates 
that the field should give consideration to requesting Bureau 
authority to interview security matter subjects in those 
cases where the investigation has not conclusively established 
whether or not-the subject is potentially csngsrous to the 
internal security of the United Statese 


It has been noted that in many instances security 
matter investigations were instituted upon the receipt of 
alleged membership of the subject in the Communist Party 
during former years or upon receipt of information that the 
subject had exvressed sympathy for the Communist Party's 
policies, in many of these investigations the original 
allegation has been corroborated concerning the cubject's 
former Communist Party membership. However, the investigation 
has failed to discloss that the subject is now a Gommunist 
Party member or has been active in the Communist Party during 
recent years. In such cases, because the investigation has 
failed to reflect recent membership or activity the investiga- 
tions have been placed in a closed status and no recommendation 
has been made for the preparation of a Security Index cards 


In those cases which are predicated upon alleced 
statements of the subdject indicating his sympathy for the 
Communist Party investigation frequently fails to disclose 
proof of Communist Party membership or activity which would 
justify the preparation of a Security Index card. These

When disloyal information falling in one of the follow- 
ing three categories is develoved during an LGE investigation the 
matter is referred to the Internal Security Section for its con- 
sideration 2s to wnether the particular individual on whom the 
derogatory information is develoved should be msde the subject of 
a Security Index card or waether further security investigation 
should be conducted. The three categories designated by numoer are 
set out as follows: : 


1. When the loyalty’ investigation developed either 
~ documentary evidence or admission on the vart of 
the individual of past membership or affiliation in 
the Communist Party or otner revolutionary groups. 


2. ‘When the loyalty investigation developed information 
throue: informants that the individual was a-member 
or had mide application for membership in the Communist 
Party or other revolutionary groups. 


3. When the loyalty investigation developed a substantial 
amount of information reflecting activity on the part 


of the individual in subversive front organizations. 


B. Action Taken by Security Index Desk. 


When cases referrad by the Loyalty Section are received 
at the Security Index desk the . file and otner subversive Lriles, 
if any, are reviewed by tne supervisor to whom the mattar is assigned 
to determine: 


1. Whether the facts developed warrant the individual's 
name being considered for the Security Index. If 
that is datermined a review is made to be certain the 
office covering the residence of the subject has 
copies of all pertinent LGE reports and that office 
is requested to submit its recommendation regarding 
a Security Index card. 


2. Whether additional investigation is necessary to 
follow the individuals activities before a determi- 
nation can be made as to whether a Security Index 
card should be prepared. This, of course,depends 
on tne information devaloned to date in thse case. 

It is to be noted that the field has been instructed 
in loyalty matters to vromotly furnish to the Bureau 
any derogatory information coming to the attention 
of the office subssquent to the completion of the 
LGS investigation. 


C. List of Government Ervlovees Referred Pertodically to 
Attorney Gensral oy wis Loyalty Section. 


Reference is made to memorandum from to the 


Director dated January 11, 1951, which attached a synonsis of documen- 


tary evidence cr admission of past Communist Party membership con- 
cerning 135 individuals who, according to the records of the Civil 
Service Commission, were still employed in the Government at that 
time and 22 individuals who have applications on file with the 
Commission for positions in various agencies. Similar lists are 
furnished to the Attorney Ganeral approximately every six months. 


-All of the 157 cases mentioned above have been referred 
to the Security Index desk by ths Loyalty Section for review to 
determine if Security Index cards are warranted at the present time. 
Seven of the 135 individuals still employsd in the Government are 
on the Security Index and 2 of tho 22 individuals who have appli- 
cations on file with the CSC are on the Security Index.

If the report is surmitted at the 
same time as the request to interview, the report should be 
attached to the memorandum as an enclosure. 


The memorandum requesting Bureau authonigatton to inter-

The results of the interview should be furnished the

determining whether you should recommend subject's name for the 
Security Index. If you believe a Security Index card is warranted, 
Form FD-122 should be submitted as an enclosure to the memorandum 
reportinz the results of the interview. If the subject is 
cooperative and additional interviews appear desirable for devel- 
oping the subject as a confidential informant, or for other reasons, 
this fact should be included in the memorandum to the Bureau.

Pursuant to instructions contained on pace 5-0f SAC 
letter of 3/13/51, a project was initiated to determine whether 
reports in cases falling within the prescribed category had 
already been hancled in accorsance with the instructions cited, 
and to take steps to ensure that, in cases of this type not 
already so hancled, reports would be written as directed. 

It should be noted that during the time elapsed since 
the inception of this project, another project of bringing up 
to date the addresses of persons listed in cur Security Index 
has also been in progress. Asa result, a mumber of additional 
individuals have been found employed in vital fect ees. 


Approximately fifteen'percent of the persons originally 
in this croup at the besinnine of this project were found to be 
no longer employed in the particular vital facility. In addi- 
tlon, upon review of the case files, it wus founu that in approxi- 
mately thirty-nine percent of the cases, ==ports, dated within 
six months prior to the date of the SAC letter, 3/13/51, had 
been disseminated to other interested agencies. in regard to 
the remainder of the cases, originally found in this eroup 
subsequent to receipt of the letter of 3/13/51, the HAandling 
of them has been substantially completed by the preparation of 
current reports and also by sending copies of previous reports 
or letters susmarizing previously developed information tothe 
other interested agencies.

We have had considerable correstondence with 
the New Haven Division regarding security flash notices 
and apparently they are not clear on the policy to be 
followed in placing security flash notices in the = 
Identification Division files. ane 


Pursuant to your instructions I spoke to 
Special Agent of the New Haven Division, 
who is in service, and informed him with regard to the 
solicy and instructed him to bring this to the attention 
of the suvervisor of security index cases in the New Haven 
Office as well as the Special Agent in Charge. 


I pointed out that there was no objection ‘to 
requestinr name searches recarding security index subjects 
and that, in fact, it was desired. I pointed out, however, 
that with regard to the oroblems at hand the resvonsibility 
of determining if a record furnished by the Identification © 
Division tased upon cescrintive information to the New Haven 
Office regarding a subject as being or not being identical 
lies with the division offices and that if they determine the 
individual to be identical then they shoulé request a security 
flash notice be posted if the circumstances warrants one. 


I pointed out to Special Agent that the 
field office should not submit unnecessary correspondence to 
inform why they came to the conclusion nor to use the 
expression “believed to be identical." It was entirely up to 
their good judgement and that if they determined it was identical 
they should merely ask for the placing of a notice by furnishing 
the FBI number of the record and discontinue forwarding 
correspondence to the Bureau which serves no purpose.

Je also advised that a survey of a facility 
security nciure had been nede in January, 1961, and that it had 
be2n determined that the policy of Earvard University has been 
and still is not to accent classified work, The surver reflected 
that the University has not been cleared to handle classified

Lieutenant Comaander expressed surnrise that the 
Office of Naval Intellicence had not been cpprised of the fact 
that Harverd wes doing work on unclassified contructs. re | 2 
advised that although Lieutenant Commender Coombs had informed 
the Bureau vroverly as ne had no knowledoe of unclassified contracts-

In view of the provision of SAC letter No. k7 requiring a 
report every six manths as well as a check to asaertain if the 
‘particular subject has access to classified‘or restricted material 
in connection with his employment, I.should like to raise the question 
as to whether merchant seamen sheuld be considered employed in a vital 
facility coming within the descriptive term, “Port Facilities". 


I should also like to point out that this office estimates 
it has several hundred seamen listed in the Security Index and it is 
our opinion that only a small portion of their employment involves 
being present in a port area. Furthermore, to submit a report every. 
gix months in these cases would be a considerable increase to the 
heavy volume of work now outstanding in this office. 


It is felt that the versons meant to be covered by the 
designation, "Port Facilities", should more properly be construed 
as lonzshorenen, checkers, crane operators, watchmen, truck drivers, 
etc., wao spend a@ more suostantial portion of their working tine in 
the port area than do seamen. ,

of Coast Guard Port Security Cards or equivalent for entrance to 
waterfront property after the restricted areas haye been established. 


The Coast Guard has aiso pointed out again that it has in 
operation a full program of screaning longshorenen, watchmen, and 
other "regular" waterfront employeés. It is perhaps noteworthy that 
in its recent communication, Coast Guard speaks of "regular" water- 
front exployees as its resnonsibility and does not mention searen at 
all, which would seem to indicate that seamen should not be con- 
sidered as employed in a vital facility. 


It may be noted that Coast Guard has invited comments and 
suggestions as to its prosr:n. However, this office does not intend 
to offer any although it is intended that steps will be taken, 
through liaison, to be apprised of the restricted areas when they are

The Special Section of the Security Index 
is presently subdivided inte seven caterories, namely:

It is mandatory that the Security Index 
cards for persons employed under the last four 
categories mentioned above be placed in the Special 
Section. Security Index cards are placed in the 
Espionage and Prominent Individuals subdivisions 
either on the recommendation ef the supervisor of 
the individual case or the supervisor's approval 
of the Field's recommendation, which recommencations 
are in turn approved by the Section Chiefs of the 
Espionage and Internal Security Sections.

(2) Prominent Individuals 


Security Index cards on certain 
individuals prominent in the business and 
professional fields are maintained in the 
Prominent Individuals subcivision or the 
Special Section because their apprehension 
might affect adversely other persons not in 
the Security Index who are necessary to the 
war effort or their apprehension might be 
attended by considerable publicity tending 
to make martyrs of them and thereby embarrass 
the Bureau. ; 


Even though the Department has been 
urnished the names of the individuals whose 
cards are maintained in the Frominent Individuals 
subdivision, some individuals in this category 
probably will not be apprehended in an emergency 
depending on the status of tne individual's 
subversive activities to be determined by a 
review of the case file at tne time of any 
contemplated arrest, although sound basis for 
ineluding their names in the Security Index 
exists today.

In order that the cases on individuals 
in this subdivision can be closely supervised 
and the Security Index card fully justified at 
all times inasmuch as they are hishly centro- 
versial figures, the Field was instructed in 
SAC Letter Number 23, Series 1951, dated iiurcn 3, 
1951, as follows:

Tris subdivision ineludes Security 
Index cards on those individuals who are pro- 
Tito, anti-Stalin, anti-Comintorm and anti- 
Soviet. These cards are separated from those 
in the general section of the Index because 
the Tito Government and its supporters are 
at this time considered potential allies of, 
rather than potential dangers to, the United 
States.

The latest project to bring these addresses to a current status 


was begun, on an office-wide basis, on March 15, 1951, at which time there 


were approxirately 2800 persons listed in the Security Index of this 
office. As of today, there are epproximately 563 instances where diffi- 
culty has teen enccuntered in establishing either the resicence or em- 


“ployment address, or, in some cases, both addresses of the subject. All 


of these cases are receiving investigative attention in an endeavor to 
complete the verifications as soon as possible. If@ has been noted that 
in about 4&5 of the cases hendled thus far on the project, some change, 
usually a change in exmpioyment or residence, has been developed. In 
addition, the remaining cases where difficulty is being encountered will 
practically all result in cevelepment of changes which will increase the 
percentage of change in the Security Index as a whole. 


; It is contemplated that the second yearly project of this 
kind henceforth will be begun in the Fall of each year. In this way 
it is felt that full advanteze can be taken of election records in 
election years and the problem of temporary summer residences, making 
pretext calls to the permanent residence often unproductive, will be 
avoided. , 

Every effort, commensurate with the need to handle the other 
urgent work pending in the office, will be expended to ccmplete this 
present project in the near future.

A. Resnonsibility for the Custody of Persons Apprehended 
Under Emergency Detention Program 


- The Department has advised that the Burear's responsibility 
for the custody of persons apprehended under the Emergency Detention 
Program verminates at the time persons are delivereu, immediately 
after apprehension, to places of temvoorary detention which in most 
instances will be local jails, prisons or other insiitutions. 


In event the place of temporary detention to which you 
Geliver a subject arrested under the Program is a local jail, prison 
or other institution, responsibility for the subject's custody forth- 
With will be lodged in the United States Marshal of the district 
where the jail, prison or institution is located. The Department has 
advised that the office of the United States Marshal will te resron- 
sible for the rarment of any fees charred by-local aushorities., 0. - 
United States Marshal's responsibility will continue until final ¢cis- 
position in the matter and will include transportation to and fren 
the place of hearinrs.

Under no circumstances should the plans for the Emergency 
Detention Prosram be discussed with anyone outside the Bureau and the 
above instructions in resard to custodial responsibilities for per- 
sons apprehended under the Program should not be discussed with Uni.:ca 
States Narshals, Army authorities or representatives of the Bureau 
of Prisons. 


t B, Receipt for Apnprehended Person 


Reference is made to instructions regarding the execution 
of the Receipt for Apprenended Person contained under "Detcom" in 
No Number SAC Letter dated August 15, 1950. Those instructions di- 
rected that in each case the form should be executed in quadruplicave, 
one copy to be furnished to the local jailor, two copies to be fur- 
nished the United States Attorney's office and one copy to be desig- 
nated for the individual's case file. 


In order to facilitate the notifying of United States 
Marshals that: an individual apprehended under the Pregram has been 
placed in a local jail, prison or other institution, the above in- 
structions are chanred to recuire that the Receivt for Apprenenced. 
Person De executed in auintuvlicate. in adadition to tne aistriou- 
on Ol the copies as indicated above, one copy should be furnished 
to the anpropriate United States Marshal following eacn arrest. 


An appropriate notation should be placed on the original 
Receipt for Apprehended Ferson, which in each instance is designated 
for the individual's case file, indicating the distribution made or 
copies of this form. 


C. <Apprehensions - Presence of Special Agents at Each

In view of the complex nature of the Emergency Detention

In the past, the Field has been submitting Forms FD-1222 
appropriately marked for Detcon and/or Comsab when it is desired that 
Subjects receive priority designation for apprehension, These forms 
often carry a notation in the space provided thereon reflecting that 
the reason for so tabbing the Security Index Card is due to the en- 
ployment of the subject in a vital facility. However, in many in- 
Stances these forms have heen received at the Bureau in cases wher 
the subject is not Strategically employed and no reason for the pri- 
ority tabbing of the Security Index Card is apparent on the Form FD- 
122. This often necessitates a review of the subject!s file at the 
Bureau before the Security Index Card can be appropriately tabbed, 


Effective upon receipt of these instructions the follovingz 
action should be taken when Forms FD-122 are submitted designating 
subjects for Detcom and/or Comsab. 


A brief statement shall be typed on the lower portion of 
the Form FD-122 givine the reason for the tabbing of the Security 
index Card. It is not necessary that this be a lensthy statement. 
For example, if the Security Index Card on a Subject 1s being tabhed 
because the subject fought in the Spanish Civil War or is a Veteran 
of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade, you may merely state: "Pought in 
the Spanish Civil War" or "Member of Abraham Lincoin Brigade." Other 
examples might be: "Meher of the armed forees Worid War II;" "sas 
received training in sadotage;" "Has stated will saootase American 
defense effort in event of hostilities with Russia;" and so forth, 


This procedure also applies when a subject's Security Index 
Card is being tabbed for priority apprehension because that Subject 
is employed by a firm included in the Procli List.

He has also advised that by using 
this method it will be nossible to furnish the tuurber of in- 
dividuals that have been apzroved by the Department and the 
nemes of the individuals that have been soproved at any time 
this information is desired.
